a bill to fix cigarette prices and prevent cut rate sales in Illinois. 


Stevenson acted on four other bills, thus winding up his work on 


the total of 833 measures passed by the general assembly during its 
six months session which closed July 1. 


Besides killing the cigarette bill, 


which he called an "out and out 
mandatory price fixing measure,' 
Stevenson today also:

Acheson in Warning 


to Western Germans 


Washington, Aug. 17—(AP) — 


Secretary of State Acheson warn- 
ed the western Germans today 
against abusing the freedoms per- 
mitted them by the western oc- 
cupation powers. 


Acheson sounded the warning in 


a news conference statement on 
Sunday's

Germany. 
He hailed the results 


as a "victory for moderation and 
common srn.se."

Congress is now engaged in one of its periodic efforts to 


bring Gen. Douglas MacArthur home from overseas.

War H ended, but always without success. Each time Mac-

Smuggler's Cove, Calif., Aug. 17 
-(AP)—An "unbelievable world," 


4,500 feet under the sea and filled 
with weird an wondrous creatures, 
has got its first glimpse of man. 


The strange, luminous forms of 


marine 
life 
which inhabit 
the 


depths of the ocean yesterday saw 
a white sphere suddenly lower it- 
self into their midst. 


Inside the sphere was a creature 


they had never seen before—a 
man.

Armies of spiraling shrimp ijurl-

The man was Otis Barton, mar-
